News o f deaths in To ledo — 
where tro o p s fired o n strikers in 
sav age rio ting — came o n the 
heels o f a threat o f a general 
strike in steel u nless emp lo y ers 
reco gnize the Amalgamated As­ 
so ciatio n o f Iro n, Steel and Tin 
wo rkers.

East Chicago , Ind., May 25 (/P) 
—Two mo re p o lice o fficers are 
dead to day in the blo o dy game 
o f ‘‘get Dillinger.” 
In this city where Po liceman 
William P. O’Malley was slain 
Janu ary 4 by a man definitely 
identified as Jo hn Dillinger, two 
o fficers, Martin O’Brien, 44, and 
Llo y d Mu lv ihill, 28, were m a­ 
chine-gu nned to death late last 
night. 
There was no clu e to day to the 
identity o f the killers. Dillinger, 
fu gitiv e fro m the Cro wn Po int 
jail where he was held fo r trial 
fo r the mu rder o f O’Malley , was 
su sp ected, bu t it was o nly a su s­ 
p icio n. The o nly two men who 
might hav e been able to say p o s­ 
itiv ely as to the identity o f the 
killers were the p o licemen, and 
they died instantly . 
Po licemen M u l v i h i l l and 
O’Brien, v eteran o fficers who 
knew Dillinger by sight, had 
been assigned to gu ard a ro ad 
alo ng which it was believ ed Dil­ 
linger might trav el last night. 
The ro ad p a ti^ was established 
fo llo wing wo rd fro m Indianap o ­ 
lis that a man believ ed to be 
Dillinger had been seen there 
y esterday . 
Milv ihill was o ne o f the sco re 
o f witnesses who identified Dil­ 
linger and Jo hn Hamilto n as 
p articip ants in the ho ld-u p when 
O’Malley was killed. 
An au to mo bile believ ed to hav e 
carried fo u r o r fiv e men ap ­ 
p ro ached at high sp eed. 
The 
two o fficers, trav eling in a p o lice 
sq u ad car, ap p arently decided to 
halt the car and inv estigate. 
Ju st what hap p ened is no t 
clear. The o fficers’ bo dies were 
fo u nd slu mp ed in the fro nt seat 
o f their car, with a do zen m a­ 
chine gu n slu gs in the neck and 
head o f each. The attack mu st 
hav e cau ght them co mp letely by 
su rp rise, as the p isto l o f each o f­ 
ficer was still in its ho lster when 
the bo dies were fo u nd. 
A watchman fo r a p acking 
co mp any , 
p assing 
that 
way 
abo u t half an ho u r after the 
sho o ting, disco v ered the sq u ad 
car with its cargo o f two dead 
p eace o fficers. 
Po licemen leaned to day to the 
theo ry that Dillinger o r his gang 
was resp o nsible fo r the do u ble 
mu rder, bu t they emp hasized 
they had no p ro o f. The fact that 
the o fficers were sho t do wn as 
ru thlessly as Officer O’Malley 
was last Janu ary in a bank ro b­ 
bery which is generally credited 
to Dillinger was o ne circu m­ 
stance leading to the su sp icio n 
that the fu gitiv e desp erado was 
imp licated.

The palmy day s of tu rfdom 
ended in 1928 and from tha t y ear 
throu gh 1933 racing su ffered se­ 
v erely in common with sports 
and bu sinesses of the world in 
general. 
In 1928 , according to the state 
racing 
commission, 
$34,7 5 0,5 8 6 
went throu gh the betting m a­ 
chines at Chu rchill Downs, La- 
tonia, Lex ington and Dade Park. 
In 
1929 
the 
figu res 
dropped 
slightly to $34,090,8 98 . 
From 1929 on, howev er, the 
betting fell off by leaps and 
bou nds as the wagering pu blic 
wax ed conserv ativ e. In 1930 the 
total pari-m u tu el tu rn-ov er was 
$29,05 0,7 23. 
The following y ear 
it fell to $18 ,790,7 7 1 and $12,8 5 9 - 
in 1932. And in 1933 only $9,5 7 4,-
